A THAMES STREET FIRE. 


A fire on the second floor of the 


milding of the Newport Gas Light 
Company on Thames Street at the 
toot of Mary early Wednesday morn- 
ing completely gutted the rooms oc- 
cupied by the local Knif.hts of Colum- 
bus and did considerable damage to 
the building, while the water neces- 
sary to extinguish the flames caused 
a large loss to the 
tenants on the 


street floor. For a time It looked like 
a serious conflagration and tenants in 
an adjoining building were ready to 
move, but the efforts of the firemen 
were sufficient to confine the damage 
to a portion of the building In which 
it originated. ' 


It was a little after midnight that 


smoke was seen coming from the win- 
dows of the second story and an alarm 
was founded from box 325, the pri- 
vate box on the Bijou Theatre. The 
smoke was heavy from the first and 
before the firemen 
arrived flames 


were pouring into the air, illuminat- 
ing the sky for a considerable '.dis- 
tance. It meant a hard fight to control 
the flames and hose lines were at once 
laid and all the water available was 
poured into the building. It was not 
long before the flames were beaten 
down, but after that the men had 
hard fight in the smoke and in the 
dark to extinguish the last vestige of 
flame. It was about an hour before 
the'recall sounded, and in that time 
the interior of the rooms was a com- 
plete wreck.

AMERICA'S OLDEST PAPER 


is the New Hampshire Gazette, 


Leonard Harriman Claims 


Warner, N. II—To the Weekly Star: 
claim that the oldest periodical in 


the United States is the New Hamp- 
shire Gazette, published weekly at 
Portsmouth and founded in 1756, the, 
next in age being the weekly Mercury 
published at Newport, Rhode Island, 
and founded in 1758. 


Benjamin Franklin did not found 


the Saturday Evening Post or any 
other paper in 1728. The Pennsyl- 
vania Gazette was founded In 1728 by 
Samuel Keimer, who did not make a 
financial-success of it and.sold tt to 
Franklin. 
It WBS first called "The 


Universal Instructor in All Arts and 
Sciences and Pennsylvania ' Gazette." 
In his autobiography, Franklin says of 
Keimer and the Gazette: "He began 
his paper, however, and after carry- 
ing it on three-quarters of a .year 
with at most ninety subscribers, he 
offered it to me for a trifle; and I, 
having been ready for some time to go 
on with it, took it. in hand directly; 
and it proved in a few years ex- 
tremely profitable to me." 
Samuel Atkinson and Charles Alex- 


ander combined the subscription lists 
of the Pennsylvania Gazette and the 
Bee and issued the first number of the 
Saturday Evening Post on August 4, 
1821, and the Gazette and the Bee 
went out of existence forever. Thomas 
Cottrell Clark was the first editor of 
the Post. All old newspaper direc- 
tories give 1821 as the year the Post 
was established.

and named it the Gazette.

One of the compilers of the

whisky ins l>ecomo very great. The 
use of tobacco may almost be said to 
be excessive, especially among tho 
female sex.

That mean constant de- 
feat. 
But every defeat should be the 


means of learning some new trick of 
skill. 
Every defeat should point out 


mistakes that have been made, and 
show the way by which success can 
be achieved in future contests. 


When a fellow gets in that way of 


looking at his game, he will realize 
that the same thing applies perfectly 
to life. He cnn never win success, un- 
less he is willing to accept cheerfully 
a long scries of defeats, as the step- 
ping stone to final victory.

According to his wishes, 
his body was tnken back to Ills "tomb- 
stone'' and burled near there. Ills 
pickax nnd other tools were buried 
with htm. Above the grave his friends 
erected a simple monument, fashioned 
after the rude-manner of a pros|>eo- 
tor's'clnlm slake—merely n pile of un- 
evenly-shaped rocks.

Stuck, nreluleacon of the Yukon, who, 
writing In the New York Times nliout 
the disappearance of big gnmo, snys 
that the concern should he not so 
much about big (mine but about rt far 
greater danger which threatens nil the 
Inhabitants of the Interior of Alnskn, 
namely, tho destruction of the Yukon 
salmon, main subsistence of the whole 
country. Indeed lie soys the whole 
economy of the Yukon country Is built 
uiwn dried salmon. All the other re-, 
sources of tho country are more or 
less dtrenilcnt upon this noble nsh. 
The salmon Is the harvest of the riv- 
ers, the only generally 
deixmtlnblo 


recourse, although, like the harvest of 
the e-.irth, It has Its fnt nnd lean years. 
To save the salmon the archdeacon 
says there Is no recourse but the pas- 
sage of n bill by congress forbidding 
commercial fishing in the Yukon nnd 
adjacent waters.

The tests of the Clarkson filial tur- 


bine on Uio River Mersey nre stated 
to hnve shown thnt electric power may 
IK; produced nt leys tlmn n penny per 
kilowatt hour. The turbine Is n ro1

rnNrosd, capitalized at ?7,000,000, be- 
ing the connecting link on (he then un- 
divided Isthmus with the West Indln 
Itoyjil Mail Steam Packet cmnpi'.ny, 
running from Southampton. 


The Crimean war, yellow fever on 


the Isthmus and other causes con- 
spired to defeat the company's plans. 
The Golden Ago wns commanded by 
Meiit. David U. Porter ot the United 
Stnies navy, who afterward became 
famous ns n Union ndmlnil dnrltiR tho 
Civil war. 


The Golden Age left Melbourne for 


Pnnn'ma via 'Sydney and Tnliltl, Sfay

nel. The fnn works on the hlnpe-nnd; 
spring principle and Is constructed of 
light material. Tt has been used suc- 
cessfully in factories, theaters, mines 
nnd sowers.—Youth's Companion. 


Airplanes in Mining Operations. 


It Is predicted that the airplane, 


nnd the dirigible will prove n great 
stimulus lo the mining Industry In pre- 
senting n means of getting material 
nnd men lo and from locations which 
nre known to be rich with ore and 
which nre at the present time Inacces- 
sible. 
There are many such places 


known to exist, but the cost of build- 
Ing a roadway to them would be BO 
great as to be prohibitive. Attention 
to this phase of the subject has been 
recently attracted by n report made 
by Doctor Lyon, supervisor of the min- 
ing stations for the United States bu- 
reau of mines. By this means a regu- 
lar communication could be main- 
tained with sections which ore not to 
be reached by any ordinary means. It 
Is also suggested thnt the same means 
might be of great value for getting res- 
cue apparatus to -the scene of mining 
disasters.

of diphtheria bacilli In the uoien and 
throats of kittens, hut In no Instance 
did lhe?e take the disease, an<I within 
24 hours the bacilli were dead. Doe- 
tor Savage reviewed all the evidence In 
connection 
with cjitd<-rnt« of diph- 


theria and came to Ihe courluHlon that 
so far as It Implicates cats K U grille 
valueless.

1830, under the, direction of Hon. 
Christopher Ellery, who was then Co - 
lector of Uie Port, in succession to his 
trade and cousin, Hon. William Ellery, 
Senior arid Junior.

Hon. William Ellery, Senior, signer 


of the Declaration of Independence, 
the first collector under the United 
States Constitution, was appointed to 
that post by the first President, Gen- 
eral Washington, in 1789, and was re- 
tained in office until his decease, in 
1820, thirty years, twenty of which 
transpired within the century now 
approaching its conclusion. On his 
death he was succeeded by his son, 
William Ellery. Junior, and he many 
years before his death by his cousin, 
Hon. Christopher Ellery, Junior, who 
had been a member of the Congress 
of the United States, so that the in- 
cumbency of that office, on the retire- 
ment of Hr. Christopher Ellery many 
years preceding his death, had been 
in the Ellery family for forty years 
successively and during the Presiden- 
tial terms of Washington, Adams, 
Jefferson, 
Madison, Monroe, J. Q. 


Adams, and part of General Jackson's, 
showing the high estimation in which 
that family had been held for a very 
long time. The appointment of the 
first Collector Ellery having been con- 
ferred by General Washington in con- 
sideration of his claim as an early 
and 'earnest advocate of independence, 
and of his high standing as a member 
of that august body which boldly and 
bravely placed itself in the van of hu- 
man advancement. 


Mr. Ellery was the grandfather of 


that distinguished divine and philos- 
opher whom we all delight to honor, 
Rev. William Ellery Channing, D. D., 
and lather of George Wanton Ellory, 
Esq., whom most of us remember as1 
a lifelong and most efficient officer on 
the custom house start. 


In my first knowledge, in 1827, the 


office of the custom house was in the 
building on the corner of Thames 
street and 
Cotton's 
Court, 
now 


Charles Hammett's book store, and 
was removed to the new building at 
the corner of Franklin street imme- 
diately after its completion. The post- 
office, now in the same building, was 
not removed thither till many years 
after; 
in point of fact, the postoffice 


was, until its final consignment to the 
present and palpably logical position, 
entirely a peripatetic institution, as 
had also, been the custom house. The 
postoffice, until near the commence- 
ment of my observation, had been for 
many years presided over, far into 
this century, by Mr. Benjamin Mum- 
ford, the grandfather of our late high- 
ly esteemed fellowtownsnian, Georgo 
C. Mason, Esq., who died in office. 
Under Mr. Mumford it was located in 
the building on Thames street third 
below Bannister's wharf, west side, 
now the bakery of Simeon Davis, Esq. 


• My first recollection of it was in an 
office just above Bowen's wharf, on 
the west side of Thames street, the 
postmaster then being Hon. Robert B. 
Cranston, aftenvards Representative 
in Congress, and whom I have here- 


" tpfore spoken of as at one or more 


times high sheriff of the county, in all 
of which capacities his 
executive 


power was very conspicuous. 
At a 


•later, time it was in the building in 
which are the New England Commer- 
cial Bank and Mr. Crandall's music 
store, Mr. Robert Kobinson Carr be- 
ing postmaster. 
Subsequently, on the 


election of the first President Tlarri- 
son, in 1841, Hon. Asher Bobbins was 
appointed postmaster, and the office 
removed to the Swinburne block, now 
the Daily News office.

Still Inter, Mr. Buchanan being 


President, Hon. Joseph Joslin became 
postmaster, and the office was re- 
moved to the Swinburne block, now 
the Daily News Printing office, above 
Church street. He was succeeded by 
Timothy Coggeshall, Esq. Eventually 
it found a temporary resting place, 
before its final removal, in the New- 
ton building, on Pelham street, for- 
merly the residence of David Melville, 
Esq., and later Benjamin Bateman's 
market, third door above Thames 
street, at which time it was presided 
over by the late Hon. James Atkin- 
son, Mayor of Newport.
